"Diverticula,’* fo r instance has a 
very learned so und, y ety ite meaning 
is simple. 
Yo u have all seen the o utpo uch- 
ngs which may o ccur in a weak ened 
auto mo bile tube. 
When th? same 
so rt o f thing o ccurs in o ne o f the 
bo dy 's many tube-lik e structures. It 
is called a diverticulum 
The eso phagus o r 
tube 
which 
leads fro m the mo uth to the sto m­ 
ach, may develo p such pro trusio ns, 
usually at the po int where 
the 
thro at and eso phagus meet. In ne­ 
glected cases the o utpo uching ma\ 
beco me very large. 
Sy mptoms of Condition 
The sy mpto ms pro duced by this 
co nditio n are: 
1. The stick ing o f fo o d in the 
thro at. Which is relieved by 
swallo wing o r co ughing. 
2. A sense o f pressure in the 
neck . 
3. The vo miting to fo o d. 
4. A gurgling no ise o n swallo w­ 
ing, caused by the presence 
o f air in the divert iculum 
Jn severe cases, there may be lo ss 
•f w 
o f weight and strength 
Ono e the 
diagno sis has been made, the treat­ 
ment co nsist* to o peratio n, during 
which the diverticulum is remo ved 
A diverticulum o f the sto mach 
o ccurs in rare Instances 
It i* mo *t 
lik ely to develo p in middle aged o r 
elderly peo ple. In practically all in­ 
stance*. it is fo und in the upper 
part to the sto mach. Usually a di­ 
verticulum in this lo catio n cause, 
no sy mpto ms 
No w and then, ho w­ 
ever, there might be mild sy mpto ms 


o f disco mfo rt in the pit o f the sto m­ 
ach and perhaps sick ness at the 
sto mach and vo miting. 
In mo st cases, disco mfo rt can be 
relieved by lo cal treatment, includ­ 
ing pro per diet, but so metimes o p­ 
eratio n is necessary , particularly i! 
the diverticulum has caused so me 
blo ck ing o f the passage of food. 
A diverticulum may also o ccur in 
the first pert o f the small intestine, 
k no wn as the duo denum. These de­ 
velo p fo r the mo st part in patterns 
between 40 and 70 y ears o f age. 
Rarely , such diverticulum may 
cause blo ck ing o f the o pening be­ 
tween the sto mach and bo wel and 
pressure o n the bile ducts, tho ugh, 
in mo at cases, they cause no sy mp­ 
to m» . The mo st co mmo n sy mpto m 
is pain o f the dull, aching variety , 
if sy mpto ms are pro duced, o pera­ 
tio n is required. 
A diagno sis iti 
such cases is n.\ie by X-ray ex - 
imuiatio n. 
In fact, in all o f these vario us 
diverticula. X-ray studies will re­ 
veal the presence o f the co nditio n.
